That this paper has no monopoly of ibis altitude has been \™?rs 


made plain more than once, and never more so than by Former 
Supreme Court Justice John W. Gofi" of .New York, who in 
speaking before.the .committee On law enforcement of thej 
American Bar Association in that city a few days ago declared 
that in the present crime wave "we have an actual war on 
society." Henry W* Taft, a leader of the New York Bar, had 
previously asserted lhat -"'inadequate enforcement of the 
criminal tow constituted one of the-greatest blots on civiliza- 
tion," . 
/'In-the course of his remarks Justice GofY said there has 
never existed in the history of the country such a condition as 
exists today; lhat a man is less safe in the streets of New York 
than on the western plains; thai nol a day passes without re- 
ports of some terrible crime or crimes. He further said: 
"Whatever the cause, we have an actual war on society. . . . 
Legislation in the past quarter of a century has seemed to 
favor the criminal. 
There has been a relaxation in ever} 


direction. It is difficult lo punish with death a man convictec 
of murder. II is almost impossible to convict a man of nmrdei 
in the first degree. II is hard to get a jury not opposed lo 
capital punishment." 


Justice GofT advocated prompter trials on, the ground Ilia 


delay gives opportunity for the disappearance of witnesses 
and results In weakening public interest and the energy o 
prosecuting officials. 
He urged prompt trials and the impos- 


ing of sentences immediately after conviction, thus impressing 
the criminal classes and the public wilh the idea that,the law 
means what it says and is something not lo be trifled with. 
This is exactly what this paper has been urging for years, and 
it must be pardoned a feeling of pride and satisfaction in such 
emphatic endorsement from such an eminent source. 


Among other things Justice GofT referred lo what he 


termed the "pseiicto-scienfisls under .flic name of 'psycholo- 
gists' wind 'psychoanalysis' who, wilh great-industry, have 
worked out the conclusion that very few perosns of either sex 
are without menial defects. 
Under the standards of these 


men/' lie said, "ii would be difficult to find a normal human 
being." 


This is a fair sample'of Justice GofFs view of the present 


condition and the mistakes that have led up to it, and it is a 
view that js becoming more widespread every day.1 The peo- 
ple are opening their eyes to the fad that there is something 
radically wrong somewhere, and as they see the light more 
clearly the demand for a change will/become more general 
*?uid emphatic. N 


It is beyond question that there must be a change in the 


manner of dealing wilh criminals if society is lo be adequately 
protected nnd law enforcement is not to become a laughing 
stock. That men of Justice GofFs calibre are recognizing this 
fact and nol hesitating (o speak out and call a spade a spade is night when \ 
significant of a coming change in Hie public atlilu.de toward 
this all-important subject, and gives pronjisc of an awakening 
which will clarify the legal atmosphere and make Ihis country 
a safer place in which lo live.
